ALLISON SEES VICTORY AHEAD. 


Satisfied with the Outlook in Iowa and 
Still Ready to Fight. 

Ariantic, Ia., Oct. 27.—[ Special. ]—Senator 
Allison in an interview today said, in speak- 
ing of the situation in lowa: “ I have been 
over nearly the entire State and find the situa- 
tion in all parts of it favorable tu Republican 
success. As to the State and Legislature, 
Wheeler and the State ticket will have a good 
majority. There is a general belief among 
Republicans that the Democrats, if successful, 
will do all possible to redistrict the State 
legislatively se as to secure a Democratic 
United States Senator two years hence 
and also to reapportion the State so as to give 
them seven or eight members of Congress 
and as many Presidential Electors by choos- 
ing Electors by districts. They want Anti- 
Prohibition Republicans to help them into 
power, which they will thus use when ac- 
quired. The wild-protests of Gov. Boies and 
other Democrats that they will act fairly does 
not satisfy these Republicans. They know 
that in so great a stake as the Presidency it is 
easy to brush aside these midd protests in or- 
der to secure party advantage, so that in the 
counties where prohibition is relatively weak 
the Republicans will vote with their party, 
while if the interior of the State large gains 
in the vote of 1889 will be made. 

*‘The Republican committee is active and 
doing effective work. The counties are well 
organized and a full vote will be poiled. . The 
State is being thoroughly vanvassed, the meet- 
ings are large and enthusiastic, and the party 
is united and aggressive. Though making an 
active canvass, Gov. Boies is making no votes 
for himself or his party. His New York 
speech is hurtful, and he spends much time in 
a fruitless effort to justify it.

Asto the library itself President Harper 
said: ‘“* Within a few days after reaching Ber- 
linIhad my attention called to a collection 
of books remarkable alike as to size and 
character. The gentleman who called my 
attention to the collection was the Rev. 
Stuckenberg, a munister in the American 
church in Berlin, and Mr, R. M. Atwater, a 
member of the Board of Trustees of Brown 
University. The library eontained, among 
other valuable material (200 manuscripts, 
being a collection from the eighth to 
the nineteenth century, among which are 
three original letters of Raphael, the first 
dated Aug. 7, 1515, the second April 30, 1516, 
and the third Oct. 28, 1516; second, 1,600 
volumes in’ which among others are the 
standard works of Mahillon Montfaucon, 
Bastard’s Histoire de |’Ornamentation des 
Manuscript, of which originally there were 
but ‘sixty-five copies and of these the French 
Government has forty-five copies. [hese copies 
came from the library of Baron de Somnoar, 
one of the richest in existence; third, 25,000 
volumes of periodicals, being a collection of 
the learned societies of Berlin, Vienna, Paris, 
Brussels, Turin, Rome, and London, with a 
set of Greek archeological publications by 
the Society of Athens, which is more complete 
than that now possessed by the society; also 
various philosophical and scientific journals of 
Eurdée and America; fourth, 65,000 volumes 
of Greek and Roman archeological works, of 
which it is impossible to enumerate even the 
most important; fifth, 65,000 volumes of Greek 


. and Latin classics, perhaps one of the rich- 


est collections in existence, embracing 
all the best classics from the beginning of 
printing to the present time; sixth, 24,000 vol- 
umes of Greek and Latin authors of modern 
times, a collection which represents the learn- 
ing. culture, and schélarship from the fifteenth 
to the eighteenth century; seventh, 2,000 vol- 
umes of Greek and Roman philology and 
gram mar. 
Other Rare and Vajuable Works. 

‘In the eighth class there are 2,000 volumes 

of general linguistic writings, among them 


the valuable works of Lepsius; the ninth, 3,500 


volumes of modern linguistics; tenth, 2,500 
volumes of history and’ a complete set of 
the acts of Parliament and tne House 
of Lords in 100 volumes folio from 
the beginning (Hansard’s) with a continua- 
tion in 120 volumes. Also a set of the Col- 
lectio Concillioruam .by Mann, 31 volumes; 
eleventh, 1,000 volumes of illustrated works 
on art owith maps, engravings, etc.; 
twelfth, 5,000 volumes' on mathematics, 
philosophy, and astronomy; thirteenth: 5,000 
volumes in natural history ; fourteenth, 120,000 
volumes of dissertations and scientific pa- 
pers, which 1s doubtless the richest collec- 
tion of its kind in existence. The Brit- 
ish Museum has a complete list 
of dissertations published since 1863 
and the royal library of Berlin has had them 
printed since 1868, but of the dissertations 
published from 1824 up to 1863 this is the only 
complete collection.”’ 

The collection, as will be seen, is especially 
rich in archeological works. For forty years 
the work of collecting and purchasing them 
has beep going on, Two brothers 
worked together, one a bookseller and the 
other a book purchaser. The bookseller 
died five years ago and the remaining brother 
desired to give his time to the selling of books, 
The cost of collecting the books was between 
$600,000 and $700,000 and the actual 
cost of the books was nearly $125,- 
000. The proprietor, Dr. Simon, has 
already sent three libraries to America 
already, one of which, the Hengsenberg Libra- 
ry, was sold twenty yeurs ego to the Chicago 
Baptist Theological Seminary at Morgan 
Park. This collection was so large that no 
ordinary bookseller could purchase it and no 
library cared to purchase it, since in so 
doing it would have to take a large number 
of publications already possessed. In order 
to get expert testimony as to the value of the 
collection two librarians from the Royal Li- 
brary of Berlin were invited to examine 
the collection. Dr. M. Blumenthal and 
Dr. H. R. Munzel, the one at the head of the 
classical department and the other the his. 
torical department, were the men selected. 
An abstract of their report is about as fol- 
lows: 

“The collection is one that would re. 
quire many years of incalculable 
patience and many thousands of dollars to 
bring together. It isa coliection which will 
not be found once in acentury. It contains 
one of the largest sets of periodicals to be 
found anywhere in Europe. Its files of 
academy journals ure unsurpassed, and it 
possesses some complete sets not to be 
found in the Royal Library of Berlin: it 
contains one of the richest collections of 
classical archzological works to be 
found anywhere, including, as it does, 
many volumes not to be found in the Royal 
Library of Berlin or the British Museum. Its 
collection of dissertations is one of the iargest 
in Europe and would be entirely unique in 
America.”’ 

Kahior’s Antiquarian, one of the largest 
book establishments in Germany, after a care- 
ful examination of the collection made a state. 
ment for publication, from which this is an 
abstract : 


Statement of Book Experts. 


“The library offered to the University of 
Chicago by Dr. Simon is one of the best and 
richest I have ever seen. Its sets of periodical 
journals of learned societies is richer, per- 
haps, than that of any other collection on the 
continent. There are in it six or eight 
works worth together $10,000. The value of 
the 120,000 volumes of dissertations and 
pamphlets it is difficult to estimate. 
It would be difficult to pick up 
such a collection for less than $15,000 
or $20,000. It is a fact that each de. 
partment of the collection contains works of 
the greatest importance, and that the real 
value of the whole coliection will surely reach 
$300,000, ”’ 

Prof. William Carey’ Poland of Brown Uni- 
versity, who is now studying in Athens, has 
examined the collection and highly recom- 
mends it as a rarity, as does Prof, Charles

: 


H. A. Rust, Martin A. Ryefson, Charles L. 
Hutchinson, and H. H. Kohlisaat. They came 
forward handsomely and assamed the entire 
cost of the purchase. . 

Dr. Harper said that of the 350,000 volumes 
and the 120,000 dissertations has been esti- 
mated that probably one-fifth are duplicates. 
The duplicates are to be retained’ by 
the present owners, the university only pur- 
chasing single copies. He considered it -one 
of the greatest book deals ever made and 
points to the fact that the @ew library will 
give the Chicago University @ greater num- 
ber of volumes than’ is  porsessed 
by Yale. Harvard has }a few more 
volumes than is represen by yesterday’s 
purchase. ‘*‘ Now, if we cam only secure a 
library building worthy ofthe library,’’ con- 
cluded Dr. Harper, ‘* we will be happy.”

BANKER EVANS UNDONE BY HIS PARTNER 


New Theory Regarding the: Suicide of . the 
Boston Financier. 

Boston, Mase., Oct. 27.—[Special. |}—Irving 
A. Evans, the banker, shot himself because 
he could not collect from a partner to a joint 
account the sum which this partner owed 


him. Tue Tripunes is able to state this au-- 


thoritatively because the letters which Mr. 
Evans left say as much, But this is not the 
only evidence. -On the books in the counting 
house of Irving A. Evans & Co. is a long joint 
account which Mr. Evans and this partner 
had with the stock market. It has been 
in operation for many years and the 
amounts upon it ran far up into the millions. 
Sometimes the account shows that it was hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars ahead,.at other 
times it has been behind. The pufchases and 
sales of stock were often in large amounts, 
and the gains or losses were in a correspond- 
ing figure. As the joint account stands today 
it shows an appalling deficit. One of the lat- 
est items is said to be a loss of nearly $200,000 
from a drop in Atchison. On the credit side 
of this account are numerous disbursements 
to Mr. Evans’ partner. These payments were 
made by check and the returned checks are 
now in the possession of the executors of Mr. 
Evans’ estate. These checks are drawn to 
the order of a promment banker. The 
checks are said to correspond item by item 
in date and amount with the payments made 
on the credit side of this joint account, They 
are fifty or more in number and range from 
$5,000 to $25,000 in amount. The books, it 1s 
said, do not show that Mr. Evans himself 
ever drew anything from the account. When- 
ever there was a balance on the right side he 
sent to his partner a share of the profits, but 
left his share in as a capital on which to carry 
further operations. If there is any question 
as to who Mr. Evans’ partner in the joint ac- 
count is settiement of the estate must inevita. 
bly determine it. The amount due this ac- 
count from the surviving partner 1s said to be 
larger than any sum which Irving A. Evans & 
Co. owed to any bank in Boston. 


TREASURER BOYER’S TESTIMONY, 


He Continues It in Response to Attorney- 
General Hensel’s Desire, 

Harrissurea, Pa., Oct. 27.—In the Senate 
today Attorney-General Hensel requested that 
State Treasurer Boyer be again placed on the 
stand that he might ask him a question or 
two. Senator Penrose (Republican) offered 
a resolution, which was adopted, providing 
that the examination of Mr. Boyer be confined 
strictly to matters material to the charges 
preferred against Mr. Boyer and to matters 
occurring during the terms of his office. 

Mr. Boyer testified substantially as tollows: 
““T have not permitted or known of any per- 
son receiving interest from banks in which 
State funds are deposited and have not been 
aparty to any agreement by which interest 
was paid to any person. I do nol know of the 
payment of interest on State bonds by the 
Keystone Bank to Bardsley and paid after my 
election by Bardsley to M. S. Quay.” 

Mr. Hensel said he wished to ask Mr. Boyer 
““whether he knew at the time of his election 
of John Bardsley carrying a balance of State 
money at the Keystone Bank, and whether he 
made any agreement to permit it to remain 
there, and whether he knew of any agreement 
whereby interest on it was to be paid to Mr. 
Quay or Bardsley, or any one else?’’ Mr. 
Boyer said he would answer the question, but 
was not allowed. Subsequently the witness 
emphaticaliy announced it in the negative, 
saying: “I never knew that John Bardsley 
had a dollar of State funds in the Keystone 
Bank until I read it in the newspapers.”’ 
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suspicion that the people of Chicago would 
never pay their gas bills to it. This suspicion 
has grown and augmented until now those 
who are on the inside are fully convinced that 
the $100,000 which it is alleged was spent in 
securing the ‘‘ good will’ of the city’s law-

Mr. Yuille 
made a trip to New York two weeks ago, and 
by a strange coincidence Mr. Yerkes, the rul- 
ing light in the new gag company, arrived m 
New York from Euro bout the same time. 
New York holds a majority of the gas trust 
bonds, and witbin a few days after the arrival 
of Mr. Yuille and Mr. Yerkes there was a de- 
cidedly stronger tone imparted to the gas 
bonds and the price went up to a figure in ad- 
vance of that bid at any time since the Eco- 
nomic Fuel Gas company secured a franchise. 

Baron Jerzmanowski and E, C. Benedict, 
the two directors in the Gas Trust who are the 
largest individual holders of stocks, have 
headquarters in New York, and developmenta 
in the line of gas trust matters usually have 
their inception in the Wall street office of the 
latter. 

When Work Was Becun., 

The ordinance granting the Economic Fuel 
Gas company a franchise was finally passed 
over the veto July 13. Within a week from. 
that date work had been begun, and early in 
August there were a half-dozen gangs of labor- 
ers at work tearing up the streets and laying 
the double rows of iron pipes, the one for fuel 
and the other for illuminating gas. For the first 
month work was pushed as rapidly as possible, 
but early,in September there was a marked 
falling off in the work. The number of gangs 
was reduced by one-half, it is claimed, and in- 


stead of working 100 or 150 men in a gang the 


number was cut to twenty-five on an average. 
The quality of the work being done is also a 
good criterion of the intentions of the com- 
pany. Theiron pipe isup to the standard, 
but it is being laid, itis asserted, in a slip- 
shod manner, andin making joints there is 
not more than half as much leaa being used 
as would seéin to be necessary were the lines 
intended to transport gas from the works to 
the actual, bonafide customers. , 

A man who is thoroughly posted on the gas 
question; and who knows the business all the 


—a man who 1 today largely interested in the 
old company and an officer in the Gas Trust— 
said : 

“The Economic Fuel Gas company is spend- 
ing what little money is being spent where 
every dollar counts in the way of show. The 
part of the gas plant that takes the most time 
and money to get in shape is the works where 
coal is turned into an illuminant. Now, no- 
body has ever heard of the new company buy- 
ing a foot of ground or contracting for a 
dollar’s worth of machinery. The construc- 
tion of a gas plant, such as would 
be needed to supply any considerable portion 
of the city with gas would require not less 
than eighteen months. While this was being 
built pipe lhnes could be laid in every one of 
the principal streets of the city; in fact the 
company could be in a position to furnish 
gas to two-thirds or three-quarters of the 
buildings in Chicago while the plant was be- 
ing built. This fact has convinced me that 
the Economic was organized and a charter 
was secured merely to sell out ata profit. It 
has been a sandbagging enterprise from the 
first.”’ 

Claim to Have Purchased Ground. 


It is but fair to say for the Economic peo- 
ple that they claim to have purchased ground 
for the erection of works. The location of 
this piece of ground is somewhat mythical, a 
fact that they explain by saying secrecy is re- 
quired until the deeds are signed and the title 
legally transferred on the records of the Reg- 
ister of Deeds. 

But there is said to be still another reason 
for believing that the Economic Fuel Gas 
company will never sell a foot of gas in the 
City of ‘Chicago. The company was formed 
originally for the vending of fuel gas, and the 
origitial ordinance, passed by the City Coun- 


al Dee. 22, 1890, provided only for fuel gas. 


The plan of the original company included 
the purchase or lease of a number of Indiana 
natural gas wells and the piping of the product 
into Chicago. After the first ordinance had 
been passed the Legislature of the State of 
Indiana passed a law prohibiting the piping of 
gas at a greater pressure than 300 pounds, the 
natural gas pressure as it comes from the 
wells. To transport it successfully a pressure 
of not less than 600 pounds is required, 
and experts pronounce it impossible to 
get gas in paying quantities through 
pipes at the pressure allowed under the laws 
of that State. The law was passed for the ex- 
press purpose of preventing its being piped 
outside the State lines, and it seems to be suf- 
ficient in its provisions to keep all of the prod- 
uct inside the State lines: Even though the 
company could fight the law to a successful 
end, the supply has been growing so small and 
the pressure so weak from the wells that there 
is doubt if enough wells could be leased or 
bought to give the company anything like 
enough to pay interest on the outlay for the 
long pipe lime and the pumping stations re- 
quired. 

Five million dollars is the capital stock of 
the Economic Fuel Gas company. Of this 
amount, all of which the company claims to 
have placed, 25 per cent is said to have been 
paid in on’calls issued by the Buard of Direct- 
ors. A third call, for 15 per cent, has been 
issued, payable Nov. 3, making 40 per cent 
in all, or $2,000,000. Of the $1,250,000 which it 
is claimed has been paid into the 
treasury there is not much of a 
showing. There have been twenty-two 
miles of pipe laid, It is true 
again that the Economic people claim “ in 
the neighborhood of thirty miles.” This 
statement is claimed to be as near the truth 
as twenty-two is near yi The wy? of a4 
work, it is asserted, has n, on a fair esti- 
mate, $100,000, which, with the $100,000 the 
company is credited with having expended in 
‘* preliminary work,’’ would still leave a cool 
million and more unaccounted for. Yet there

CH ARITIES THE TOPIC DISCUSSED. 


, Peoria; Depu- 


Meeting of the Illinois Conference of Chari- 
ties—Maj. McClaughry’s Address. 

At the first quarterly meeting of the TIIli- 
nois Conference of Charities and Corrections, 
held yesterday afternoon’ and night, nearly all 
the charitable organizations in the State were 
represented. The afternoon session was 
opened by President Harvey B. Hurdina 
short address defining the scope and aims of 
‘the new organization. He said thére were 
157 charitable organizations given in the city 
directory, and that there were probably 200 
in Chicago, including those not mentioned, 
“The Objects, Methods, and Limitations of 
the Conference” were treated of in a paper by 
the Rev. C. G. Trusdell, President of the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections, fol- 
lowed by a general discussion. 

At the evening session of the conference R. 
W. McClanghry delivered an address on 
** Waifs.’’ e said: 

There are, according to accurate estimates, 
about 10,000 of these homeless wanderers in the 
State of [llinois who are either to be trained to 
become good citizens or to become members of 
the criminal classes. They are huddled together 
in our city. They are bound to live. To 
steal becomes a necessity to sustain life. They 
become outcasts and then desperate criminals. 
The question, then, what shall we do with these 
waifs becomes of great importance. We can 
gather them into schools in large numbers; but 
something more must be done. We must furnish 
them employmept. A waif who sells papers or 
blacks boots is less liable to become a criminal. 
Prison officials tell us that the least percentage of 
criminals comes from the employed. It is useless 
to provide schools or amusements: we must give 
them something to do. It is a shame and a dis- 
grace to our State that all our reformatory insti- 
tutions.are dependent upon private charity and 
enterprise. 

We can never successfully cope with this prob- 
lem until the State takes charge of all dependent 
children under the age of 14, gives them instruc- 
tion. and provides homes for them. At present 
we have no facilities in Chicago for separating 
children from the adult offenders. It would be 
well for this conference to throw its influence on 
the side of a movement that would provide a 
separate institution for youthful offenders. 

F. H. Wines, Secretary of the Illinois_ State 
Board of Charities and Correction, spoke of 
the World’s Fair.in its relations to charitable 
work. Dr. Wines spoke of the danger that a 
great influx of foreigners would bring to the 
city. Hesaid: “There has been a great deal 
said about European criminals, but there is 
another class which will tax the 
resources Of the charities of the city to 
their utmost—those who are stranded, who 
are without friends or money. They have 

rhaps miscalculated the expenses of the 
journey or through some accident lose their 
possessions, They will form a pauper class, to 
get rid of which will cost a great deal of 
money and time, An appropriation of $50,000 
will be asked of the islature at its next 
session for this especial purpose.’’ 

Short speeches were made by N. S. Bouton, 
the Rev. C. G. Trusdell, and Gustave Anger- 
stein of Washington, D. C.

The Road’s Management Heartily Indorses 
‘the Idea—Keason Why the Proposed 
Plan Will Be of Benefit to Both the 
Public and the Corporations—How the 
Natives of the Sandwich Islands Get 
Drunk—Guests at the Chicago Hotels. 


George C. Magoun of New York is at the 
Auditorium. He is on his way to attend the 
meeting of the directors of the Santa #6 road 
at Topeka. Speaking of the terminal facili- 
ties of the Santa Fé in Chicago Mr. Magoun 
said: 

*We are heartily in favor of having our 
road enter Chicago on elevated tracks. This 
is asubject that is receiving constant atten- 
tion from the directors and managers of the 
road. All the railroads should be elevated. 
Besides the safety elevated tracks would 
insure to life and limb and the conven- 
iences that would result from them the raiul- 
road companies would be benefited because 
all the valuable property now devoted to 
tracks could be utilized for other purposes. 
Real estate in Chicago is too valuable to be 
devoted to switchyards and roadbeds if they 
can be accommodated elsewhere. I do not 
think the subject of elevated termina’ tacili- 
ties will receive particular attention at the 
Topeka meeting, but, as I said before, the 
company has the matter of securing them un- 
der consideration all the time.” 

Mr. Magoun had a conference during the 
afternoon with Gen. Torrence. As to New 
York politics Mr. Magoun would venture no 
opinions or predictions. ‘The vote cast will 
be surprisingly large,’’ be said. 


‘“*T have been reading about the wonderful 
cures of dipsomania made in that little town 


down in this State,” said G. F. Burrell of 


Cahfornia in the Palmer rotunda. yesterday. 
“And talking about intoxicating ‘drinks and 
their effects reminds me of the beverage used 
by natives of the Sandwich Islands, I have 
made several long visits to the islands and 
have learned that the natives know nothing of 
the stuff we call whisky. But they have a 
fluid of their own that could carry weight 
against the strongest species of what we know 
as Jersey lightning. It is called kava or 
yaquona. The method ‘of production is 
so simple and the ingredients so cheap 
and plentiful that the stimulant is with- 
in’ the reach of all. A man _. with 
a shovel, a little water, and a plantain leaf 
can secure a drink and be reveli in all the 
ecstasy of a first-class jag all within a quar- 
tor of an hour. The principal thing used in 
the manufacture of kava is @ pepper-produc- 
ing root, which is plentiful. He who aspires 
te-4ntoxication has only to dig up a root and 
masticate it until it is soft enough to allow its 
juices to exuae. Then he places it upon a 


plantain leaf and pours a little water over it, |} 


stirs it up, and his toddy is ready for business. 
Milk used in place of water makesa more 
palatable but no lesa effectivea drink. There 
is no fermentation and the liquoris as good 
immediately after production as it would be 
if kept 100 years. 

‘Its effects are almost immediate and last 
for ten or twelve hours, and even longer in 
persons who are not accustomed to the use of 
kava. The liquor has medicinal properties, 
too, and 1s believed by the natives to prevent 
or cure diseases of the lungs. When the na- 
tives were more warlike kava was always used 
at a ceremony before warlike proceedings 
were to be undertaken. At such ceremonies 
the roots were masticated by children, only 
those who were healthy being chosen to offi- 
ciate as human breweries and distilleries. 
This custom prevails yet at gatherings when 
there is large demand for kava cocktails.”’

_Indianapolis News (Dem.): Indiana Repub- 
licans are to be solid for President Harrison’s 
renomination next year. The. anti-Harrison 
faction in the State, which is stronger today 
than ever before, has changed its tactics. It 
will not antagonize President Harrison’s effort 
to secure a renomination, This anti-Har- 
rison faction, which is not so much against 
Harrison as for Walter Q. Gresham, will en- 
courage President MHarrison’s nomination 
next year with the belief and understand- 
ing that Gresham ia to be the Republican 
party’s candidate for President in 1896. This 
change in plans by those who have been 
know. as anti-administrationists has taken 
place within the last few days, and per- 
sons qualified and authorized to speak say it is 
final. The understanding is that there will be 


State for him in the fall, This 
line of policy, it is said, was de- 
ci upon a the situation had 


been carefully canvassed, and Judge Gresb- 
am’s supporters were convinced that he will 
be the national candidate of the party in 1896, 
In this connection it may also be stated upon 
the authority of those who ought to know that 
Judge Gresham has never encouraged the an- 
tagonism of President Harrison in Indiana. 
On the other hand, so it is stated, he -has con- 
stantly advised against it, not asking and not 
desiring a nomination for the Presidency if he 
had to obtain it by creating dissensions in the 


party of his own State. All that has been [ 


done by the anti-administrationists Ras been 
done without his consent and over his protest. 

In furnishing the information that the Gresh- 
am element in the party will no longer an- 
tagonize President Harrison’s support in In- 
diana, a gentleman who has been present at 
all the anti-Harrison conferences says: ‘* We 
who would like to see Judge Gresham nomi- 
nated next year have come to the conclusion 
that it would be bad policy to continue our op- 

ition to President Harrison longer. Pub- 
ic sentiment will make Mr. Harrison the can- 
didate of the party next year, and it would be 
suicidal for Judge Gresham's friends in In- 
diana to make a fight against the Presi- 
dent in his own State. We have 
not abandoned our original plans on account 
of any change in the sentiment. I believe 
that if the anti-Harrison peuple should make 
a fight they could control the selection of the 
Indiana delegates to the corvention.

It now seems‘ apparent 
that President Harrison will be renominated, 
and for Gresham’s friends in Indiana to op- 
pose Mr. Harrison would injure Mr. Gresh- 
am’s chances for the nomination at a future 
time seriously. The friends of Judge Gresh- 
am believe the time will be ripe for nis nom- 
ination in 1896. Judge Greshain is constantly 
growing in thecountry. His reception a few 
days ago at the unveiling of the Grant 
statue in Chicago has set. the people to 
talking about him in every State in the Union;

THAT UNDERTAKING SCANDAL. 


Rodgers Is Caught in a Lie and His Assist- 
ant Makes a Confession, 

Deputy Coroner Clement did not hold an 
inquest yesterday on the- remains of the 3- 
months-old child found buried in the same 
coffin with the remains of Jeremiah Burns 
at Mount Olivet. A burial. certificate was 
found for a foundling who died Sept. 26, and 
the body of the chi'd was identified as the 
same by Undertaker Rodgérs’ assistant. 
Deputy Clement took the certificate to Under- 
taker Rodgers, who asserted’ that the infant 
had been buried as directed in Oakwoods, 
but the deputy decided to go to Mount Olivet. 
He requested Rodgers’ assistant, C. F. W 
Norman, to go with him. On their way 
to the grove Norman confessed to the 
deputy that he placed the remains of 
the infant in Burns’ coffin on the orders 
of his employer. He also told the Cor- 
oner that they often waited until they had 
the bodies of several children and buried 
them in one coffin and by doing so saved $6 a 
grave. Norman also told the deputy that 
Rodgers had induced him to sign a statement 
exonerating him from all knowledge of or 
complicity in the affair.

MICHIGANIZING OHIO, IOWA, AND MAS- 
SACHUSETTS. 
The six States of Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 


vania, New York, Ohio, Iowa, and Nebraska 


hold elections next week. As far as Pennsyl- 
vania in the East and Nebraska in the West 
are concerned it makes comparatively little 
difference, outside of the States themselves, 
what the result may be. Only minor State 
officers. are to be chosen. But in the other 
four the real issues involved are national ones. 
Apparently the voters are called on merely to 
choose Governors and other State officers and 
members of the Legislature to administer the 
internal affairs of their respective Common- 
wealths. In reality they are to decide whether 
it shall be placed irrevocably in the power of 
the Democrats to elect their President next 
year by the “ Michiganizing” method on a 
mere show-down of hands, or whether there 
will be a fair fighting chance for the Repub- 
licans to elect their nominee. 

The Republicans are not responsible for 
this perversion’of what should be purely local 
contests, on purely local issues, into contests 
over the next Presidency, and the consequent 
thrusting aside of those domestic subjects 
which ought to receive in these off years the 
undivided attention of the voters. The 
Democrats are the ones who have done this, 
hoping that they may catch their adversaries 
napping and get the control of four great 
States, not to carry out any local reforms or 
measures they may have in mind, but to neu- 
tralize and destroy the voting power of those 
States in November, 1892, for President by 
the Michigan trick. 

Should the Democrats carry both branches 
of the Legislature in Ohio, New York, Iowa, 
and Massachusetts next week, and should they 
elect the Governors also, they will “ Michi- 
ganize”’ all those Commonwealths during the 
coming January. They will gerrymander the 
Congressional districts so as to steal two- 
thirds of them as they did in Ohio last year, 
and provide for the choice of Presidential 
Electors therefrom, instead of .by general 
ticket, as in the Solid South and all Demo- 
cratic States. Then they will adjourn. A few 
months later the district electors will be 
chosen and the theft of power will be per- 
petrated. Democrats in other States may say 
that they are “‘sorry,’’ and that they will “‘use 
their influence to have those thievish laws re- 
pealed.”” But what will that amount to when 
the mischief will be donc? 

At the last Presidential election Michigan 
and the four other States named above cast 
ninety-nine Electoral votes, of which the E- 
publicans got all. Next year these same States 
will cast 101. Had Michigan not been gerry- 
mandered the Republicans would be certain of 
its thirteen, instead of six, which is all the dis- 
tricts they can secure. - But if the Democrats 
are successful on Tucsday in Ohio, Iowa, and 
Massachusetts they’ will so ‘“ Michiganize” 
them that the Democrats will get a majority 
of their Electors even though every one of those 
States thus treated should give large majori- 
ties for the Republicans. Then the Democrats 
with the Solid South behind them would hayvs 
the Presidency sure. It would make no dif- 
ference whom they nominated. They could 
' set aside both the New- Yorkers, Cleveland and 
Hill. They could dispense with the services 
of a Northern man and take from the border 
States cither Gorman or Carlisle. ‘They could 
go farther South and take free-trade Millis of 
Texas and elect him, though the smell of the 
Confederacy still clings to his garments. No 
matter whom the Republicans put up, defeat 
would await them. 

It the Democrats carry Massachusetts, Ohio, 
and Iowa Tuesday they will “‘ Michiganize ”’ 
them all and will not trouble their heads 
about Connecticut, Indiana, or Rhode Island 
next year, If they carry any of these States 
they will “Michiganize”’ that one, and 
strengthen their chances for 1892 that much. 
That being their game, it is the duty of the 
Republicans of those States to turn out and 
beat it. 


FOR ME. WATTERSON TO BROOD OVER. 

This paper said the other day: 

When Mr. Henry Watterson was in this city last 
he glorified the beauties of free trade on the Brit- 
ish model, of which he said he had been a wor- 
shiper and preacher for twenty years, and said he 
had no doubt the next House of Representatives, 
which will be Democratic, would pass a free 
trade tariff bill, but he added, “Of course the 
President will veto it and the Senate will not ac- 
cept it.” 

Mr. Watterson answers thus: 

Mr. Watterson did nothing of the sort, as he 
has pointed out to Tie Trrevune, and if that pa- 
per had any purpose to serve—except its own flop 
from extreme free trade to extreme protectionism 
—it would state the case as it is, and not seek to 
misstate it by the invention of its facts. 

Let us see what he did say. While here on 
the 8th an interview with him was printed in 
an evening Democratic paper—the Post— 
reading thus: 

*“What.a change has been wrought in the last 
few years on the tariff question. Twenty years 
ago I advocated the return toa tariff that would 


be for revenue, and I was put down as a harmless 


sort of crank, a visionary.’ 

“How will we raise taxes if we adopt free 
trade?”’ 

“I am not in’ favor of the abolition of tariffs. 
England raises £100,000,000 by tariffs, but there is 
none of her taxes that are laid for protection, and 
that is the system this country will adopt. I cer- 
tainly believe we can collect our taxes on a 
purely revenue basis, when the taxes will all go 
into the treasury and not tothe favored classes. 
Taxes on customs for revenue only are the best 
taxes by far, and no hint of protection must be 
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sob tasi'udk cailada to ode aa at 
all or any part of it, the belief of every per- 
son who knows anything about newspapers 
will be that he did say just what was reported ; 
but that when he came to Jook at it in cold 
type and to see it commented on he fell back 
on the old ex-Mayor Harrisonian plan of en- 
termg a broad and sweeping denial of the ac- 
curacy of the report, without deigning to tell 
just where it was wrong. Reporters are ac- 
customed to be treated thus by slippery poli- 
ticians, and to be disowned when political 
exigencies may seem to require it, But they 
did not expect it from the bold, outspoken. 
Watterson. ' “Et tu Brute!” 


OUR FOREIGN ‘COMMERCE FOR 1890-’91. 
The statistics of foreign commerce of the 
United States for the eight months ending 
with August, as compared with the same time 
last year, have been made public by the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The figures are interesting, as they are 
for periods before and after the passage of the 
McKinley bill. It is, however, very difficult 
to use them as arguments for or against the 
value of that measure, as it is well known that 
the importations of some classes of goods 
were enormously stimulated in the last half of 
the 1890 period by the prospect of such legis- 
lation, “As coming events cast their shadows 
before.”’ Also the large increase in the ex- 
ports of cocton and wheat was undoubtedly 
due to the changed crop conditions in this 
country as compared with those in Kurope. 

The total value of imports was $565,640,571. 
This isan increase of $15,553,275 or 2.8 per 
cent, which is no more than is due to the 
growth of the country in population. But it 
should be noted that under the new law the 
values of the coverings of imported packages 
is included in the statement of value for the 
first time since 1883. If these coverings be 
supposed to be worth 5 per cent on the in- 
voice there was a decreascin real values of 
nearly $20,000,000. If estimated at only 5 per 
cent, with an allowance of 24¢ per cent for 
increase in population, the falling off amounts 
to a little over $25,000,000, There was an in- 
crease of $102,744,514 in the value of free im- 
ports, This was mostly made up of %665,- 
485,214 in sugar, $14,225,339 in text- 
ile grasses, $15,395,591 in coffee, and 
$1,626,165 in hides and skins. The free 
sugar in the eight months of this 
year reached the value of $65,485,214, and the 
dutiable sugar in the first four months 
amounted to $20,171,480. There was none 
free of duty last year except that from the 
Sandwich Islands. The imports of wool of 
class one increased from $3,638,823 to $6,558,- 
269 under the McKiniey bill, and the imports 
of earthen, stone, and china ware advanced 
from $4,640,769 to $5,469,831, while those of 
glassware rose from $5,095,155 to $5,539,083. 
The imports of gloves increased from $4,085,- 
655 to $4,312,215. On the other hand the im- 
ports of tobacco decreased from $13,328,671 to 
$5,090,222, women’s dress goods from $18,909,- 
158 to $11,519,374, cotton hosiery and other 
knit goods from $6,102,647 to $3,892,599, and 
yarns from $1,080,810 to $495,405. 

The total increase in exports was from $495,- 
432,713 to $545,;825,406, or a little more than 10 
per cent. The following are the principal 
items of increase:

INGERSOLL’S EXPENSIVE WOOING. 

Mr. Charles D. Ingersoll, an old bachelor, 
member of one of the blue stocking and Back 
Bay families of Boston, is the latest victim o 
a breach of promise suit, and he unquestion- 
ably will be convicted upon the testimony 
eontained in his remarkable letters, which are 
profuse in quantity, passionate in quality, and 
longer than the moral law. The plaintiff in 
the case is Annie M. Bausch, a decidedly 
plain and commonplace young woman, who 
seems nevertheless to have been a fascinator. 
Ingersoll first met her in a restaurant where 
she was cashier and fell in love with her at 
first sight. He visited her frequently, took 
her to see his mother, and twice proposed 
marriage to her. The second proposal, that 
of March 20, 1890, was accepted. Then Mr. In- 
gersoll began to: cool off. His long letters 
grew more and more infrequent and finally 
ceased altogether. The parents of Miss 
Baysch then took a hand and decided to bring 
Mr. Ingersoll down to, business. In July, 
1890, she met her old lover and popped the 
question to him, to which he replied: 
“Never.” Thereupon she promptly en- 
tered a suit for $50,000 damages. Ingersoll 
claims that he would not have changed his 
mind but for his discovery that his inamorata 
had a most irascible disposition. He was 
also particularly exercised because she kept a 
small dog which had a peculiar aversion for 
him and manifested it by biting his shins on 
every occasion. This, however, will not go 
far with a jury, for if he had not evinced the 
intention of breaking his engagement the 
small dog would have been prevented from 
making assaults upon the old gentleman’s 
legs, and there is nothing in the letters to 
show an infirmity in Miss Bausch’s temper 
until he had provoked it himself by his efforts 
to get out of the contract between them. 

The unfortunate defendant, however, will 
be convicted by his letters, of which titere is 
atrunkful, and as not one of them contains 
less than 3,500 words the plaintiff’s lawyers 
will have an easy time of it and there wili be 
richness for the gossips of the Hub. These 
letters are frequently interlarded with poems 
and felicitous expressions from Tupper and 
other moral philosophers. He uses these 
when he wishes to warn her of the dangers of 
the city. Occasionally, like Silas Wegg, he 
drops into poetry when he wishes to compli- 
ment her, and as he cannot say mueh about 
her personal graces he usually quotes from 
those poets who prefer the intellectual quali- 
ties, as for instance Akenside, whom he quotes 
to this purpose: 

A damask cheek, an ivory arm, 
Shall ne’er my wishes win; 


Give me an animated form 
That speaks a mind within. 

These moral sentiments are interspersed 
with much good advice about the preservation 
of her health and the proper methods of dress. 
He continually impresses upon her the neces- 
sity of keeping warm, and in one letter says: 

lam a great lover of a good fire. Even in sum- 
mer time I always admire to see a good, com- 
fortable-looking stove, or, better still, a cheerful * 
grate, and by way of summer ornament I always 
like to see a by its side a hodfual of nice, 
fresh-looking coal. 

Do you think that a queer taste, my pet? Well, 
you know, darling, I am ratber odd in my fancies 
on some points ; but then, you know, you charm- 
ing little puss, that bachelors are always allowed.

It is 
one of those experiences which come hard and 
high, but some people are not satisfied until 
they have had them. 
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CRIME IND GREAT BRITAIN AND THE 
UNITED STATES. 

At the recent session of the Prison Congress 
in Pittsburg a paper upon “ British and Amer- 
ican Prisons’? was read by Mr. Charles F. 
Coffin of Chicago, which contains some of- 
ficial statistics from both countries of more 
than ordinary interest, and also a statement 
of the causes of the increase of crime in the 
United States and its decrease in England. 
It may be premised that Mr. Coffin during a 
three years’ residence in England was inti- 
mately associated with the Howard Associa- 
tion and had unusual facilities for visiting 
prisons, from which under the English custom 
the public generally is rigidly excluded, These 
visitations, together with others previously 
made in an official capacity, have turnished 
him with abundant material in the prepara- 
tion of a paper which presents facts of the 
highest importance to those engaged in the 
great work of prison reform. 

The most striking feature of Mr. Coffin’s 
statistics is the fact that they show a decrease 
of crime in England and a steady increase in 
this country. The Howard Association figures 
show that the daily average of prisoners in 
England in 1869 was 19,318; in 1879, 16,388; in 
«1889, 12,099. In 1842, 31,000 persons were com- 
mitted for trial; im 1889, 12,500. In 1834, 480 
persons were sentenced to death; in 1889, 35, 
In the whole United Kingdom in 1840 there 
were 54,892 persons committed for trial, and 
34,080 convicted. In 1889 there were 16,514 
committed for trial, and 12,296 convicted. As 
compared with these figures, Census Bulletin 
No. 95 shows the total number of prisoners 
in the county jails of this country June 1, 
1890, to have been 19,538, as compared with 
12,691 in 1880. The number of convicts in 
penitentiaries in 1880 was 30,659, and in- 
cluaing leased prisoners 35,538, the ratio of 
convicts to the population being 709 in each 
million. The eleventh census shows the num- 
ber of convicts to be 45,233, the ratio of con- 
victs to the population being 722, an increase 
of thirteen to the million. 

Not the least interesting feature of Mr. Cof- 
fin’s paper is the discussion of the causes of 
this condition of things in the two countries. 
In England the Judges have adopted the 
habit of passing sentences of shorter duration. 
Fines also have been substituted largely for 
imprisonment, and yet the total number of 
arrests does not show the advance which the 
diminution of imprisonments would lead one 
to expect. Other causes which have led to the 
decrease of crime are the prompt and sure 
punishment of criminals, the faithful carrying 
out of criminal law, and the depletion of the 
criminal classes by the exportation in large 
numbers of the ehildren of paupers and crim- 
inals. In seeking for the eauses of the in- 
crease in thd percentage of crime in this 
country Mr. Coffin finds, first, that the depor- 
tation of criminals from Europe is large- 
ly responsible, the census showing that 
of 43,127 penitentiary convicts whose 
birthplace and parentage are known, the 
foreign-born element of the popnilation 
furnished 14,725, the colored population 14,- 
‘687, and the native white population, which 
probably outnumbers them both, only 13,715; 
second, the promiscuity of prisoners in the 
county jails, which makes them schools of 
crime; third, the inattention paid to the prop- 
er separation of prisoners in penitentiaries; 
fourth, the insufficiency of legislation to com- 
pletely check the inflow of children of paupers 
and criminals; fifth, the preponderance of 
criminals among the descendants of slaves; 
and, sixth, the conditions of people outside of 
prisons with their temptations to make money 
by illegitimate methods. To these causes Mr. 
Coffin might well have addea the laxness of 
criminal law, the tricks of criminal lawyers, 
the corruption of juries, and the inadequacy 
and uncertainty of punishment. Neverthe- 
less, he has stated enough on this important 
supdject to commend it to all those who are 
studying the question of criminal reform and 
who have the well-being of society at heart, 


HOW MILLS CONTRADICTS HIMSELF. 

St. Paul, in his First Epistle to the Corinth- 
ians, says: 

Unto the Jews I became as a Jow that I might 
gain Jews; to them that are under the [Mosaic] 
law, as under the law, not being myself under the 
[Mosaic] law, that [ might gain them that are un- 
der the law. To the weak I became weak, that I 
might gain the weak; Iam become all things 
to all men that I may by all means save some. 


Mr. Mills of Texas appears to have read St. 
Paul and to be ready to imitate his example 
thus far. Last winter he was in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota among Democrats whose pre- 
vailing sentiment is the same as in the South, 
for unqualified free trade both in manufac- 
tured goods and such raw materials as wool, 
iron ore, pig-iron, etc. To them Mr. Mills 
made ultra free trade speeches in which he 
said the last vestige of protection should be 
swept away. Two weeks ago he was in Ohio, 
a State whose Democrats have been educated 


| upto the acceptance of the Southern free 


trade doctrine, and Mr. Mills talked much as 
he did in the Northwest last fall, telling the 
Ohioans that what was needed was “ the utter 
extermination of the whole doctrine of pro- 
tecting any person or anything against Euro- 
pean com petition.’’ 

Last week Mr. Mills was in Massachusetts 
talking to Democrats who are for free raw 
materials, but many of tkem are for duties 
which, though notas high as those row 1m- 
posed under the McKinley bill, will protect 
them against foreign rivals. They want free 
pig and scrap iron, free coal from Nova 


} Scotia, and free wool from everywhere. They 
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of Massachusetts that he wanted “ to tax for 
revenue the finished product as it goes into 
ultimate consumption ’”’ he did not mean their 
“ finished product,’”’ for the General Govern- 
ment does not tax that. He meant the im- 
ported finished product made by their foreign 
competitors. He said he wanted to give his 
hearers free wool and free iron, and put 
** revenue ”’ duties on foreign imported wool- 
ens and worsteds, and on all implements 
made out of iron and steel. But whether that 


“revenue” duty is 25, 40, or 50 per cent, it, 


will be a protective duty also, and will shelter 
just that much the Massachusetts manufactur- 
er against the foreign competitor. In Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and Ohio Mr. Mills says 
he is opposed to levying any duties, revenue 
or protective, on foreign competmg manu- 
factures. But when1m Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, and Rhode Island, among a manu- 
facturing people who will not stand that ultra 
free-trade doctrine, he says he favors duties 
the effect of which, according to his Ohio 
speeches, is to add hundreds of millions to the 
expenses of the consumers and rob the many 
for the benefit of the few. Here is a palpable 
contradiction of speech and a shameful stulti- 
fication of Mills when addressing Democrats 
in the West and East. 

But while Mr. Mills thinks he is patterning 
closely after St. Paul there is a material dif- 
ference between his aims and those of the 
Aposile. The latter, preaching the same gos- 
pel at all times and to all men, was endeavor- 
ing to turn them from sin to righteousness, 
Mr. Mills, changing his gospel with the locali- 
ty, is trying to gain Democratic votes in order 
to secure Legislatures which will gerrymander 
States and secure by unrighteous means the 
election of a Democratic President. His 
preachings prove him to be an unscrupulous 
charlatan and base deceiver. 


Mr. B. A. Ecxuart, Republican candidate 
for Trustee of the Sanitary District, has clear 
and business-like views of the duties which he 
will be called upon next Tuesday by the voters 
to perform. He is in favor of prompt work 
on thechannel. But he is at the same time 
aware that not much can be done until the 
Democratic Judge before whom the condemna- 
tion suits for right of way of the channel will 
come disposes of those suits. When this is done 
heis in favor of going at the work of digging at 
once. The engineer of the district, as Mr. 
Eckhart points out, is now at work on the 
plans and specifications for cutting the chan- 
nel, They will be ready before a quarter of a 
mile of mght of way is condemned. Mr. Eck- 
hart says: “‘ As soon as we have a quarter of a 
mile of route condemned I am in favor of be- 
ginning the work of cutting. I will be no 
party to further delay.”” And as to the 
chatter about not cuttimg the channel in ac- 
cordance with the law, Mr. Eckhart says very 
sensibly: *“*We can do nothing else (than 
build it according to the law).’’ But, as he 
further observes, there are a number of cranks 
and theorists who want to construct the chan- 
nel in proportions greater than the law de- 
mands, regardless of cost. Mr. Eckhart has 
no sympathy with those persons, for he truly 
says: 

The valley people drove a hard bargain with the 
people of Chicago. They imposed sufficient ob- 
ligations on this city and district. Iam in favor 
of living up to those obligations, but Iam not in 
favor of doing more at the expense of the tax- 
payers. 

The fellows who want to go beyond the law 
in the matter of creating expenses are those 
who do not pay taxes, who have nothing to 
do with the district, and persons who, like 
Cooley, tried to secure the repeal of the law 
last spring. Mr. Eckhart’s position as a busi- 
ness-man who aided in the amendment and 
enactment of the law is in striking contrast 
to the position assumed by the cranks and ad- 
venturers, 


A HORRIBLE story comes from Erie, Pa, A 
farmer who lived near that city was supposed 
to have died, and a few days afterwards was 
buried. About a week later the body was 
exhumed for interment in another lot, the 
coffin was opened, and it was found the poor 
man had revived in the grave only to die the 
most terrible of deaths. The body was lying 
on its face, which was torn and bloody, the 
fingers of the hands had been bitten off and 
the interior decorations of the coffin had been 
torn to shreds. There was not the least room 
to doubt that the unfortunate man had been 
buried alive, and the question naturally arises, 
how many such cases of premature interment 
oceur of which the world knows nothing? 
Perhaps it may be truly said that science does 
not furnish a test for death that can be de- 
pended on 1m all cases short of a stage of de- 
composition that would be perilous to the 
health and lives of survivors, but it can hardly 
be denied that it would be ten thousand times 
better to so deal with the body before inter- 
ment as to render resuscitation impossible 
than to allow only one in a million to die as 
did the Pennsylvania farmer. Surely the un- 
dertaker can provide against such a result if 
not able to tell in every case whether or not 
the person is already dead.

Russia Rejects a Proposition Looking to the 
Relief of Its Starving Subjects. 

Loxpon, Oct. 27.—The Russian Government 
has rejected the petition of a deputation of the 
richest Muscow merchants for permission to 
form a society for the relief of the victims of 
the faminé-stricken districts. The society 
was backed by an immense amount of capital 
and a host of volunteers. The Minister of the 
Interior, in declining the proposition, de- 
clared that anybody attempting to visit the 
districts where the famine prevailed for any 
Bt t a8 that “Gescribed would be arrest- 
ed. The Emigration Society has prohibited 
the organization of relief committees at cer- 
tain pointe. This is alleged vo be due to the 
fact that reliance upon government relief will 
have a bad mural effect on the peasants, who 
will decline to work on relief railways, roads, 
éte., and spend the money they receive in 
drink. They are too lazy to sow corn while 
the ready cash of a famine fund is procurable. 


The French in Madagascar. 

Paris, Oct. 27.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Mahy interpellated the ministry 
and complained that an English syndicate had 
been allowed to obtain a concession of 3,900 
Square miles in Madagascar, near Diego 
Suariez Bay, m violation of the protectorate 
rights of France.

the incident. 


Bitter Feeling in Germany. 

Bertin, Oct. 27.—There is much bitter feel- 
ing here over the statement telegraphed from 
Paris that France intended, when the new 
commercial treaties should be arranged, to 
demand from Germany under the treaty of 
Frankfort the most favored nation treatment. 
This, 1f granted, would be very beneficial to 
France as opening an extensive trade for 
French wines. There is no doubt that France 
will make the demand and with a great deal 
of emphasis. The Paris Ministry has already 
given semi-official notice of its mtention to 
present the claim. |

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CROCODILE TEARS OF JOHN BULL 
OVER THE CHILEAN AFFAIR. 
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The Britishers Evidently Fear the De- 
mands of the United States for Repara- 
tion for the Baltimore Outrage Will 
Take On a Monetary Aspect and Hurt 
Their Claims Against Chile—Text of the 
Instructions of the State Department to 
Minister Egan. 


Wasuinetox, D.C., Oct. 27.—[Special.]— 
There was something like sarcasm in the in- 


European comment on the Chilean episode. 
The tearful suggestion of the English press 
that a powerful nation like the United States 
should be slow to bring a weaker country to 
book for a national insult was looked upon as 
smacking strongly of cant. Phe time has never 
been known wheu Great Britain failed to take 
advantage of a real or fancied affront from a 
weak country by bullymg it into monetary 
and territorial concessions. Just now the En- 
glish capitalists are alarmed over the possibil- 
ity of not being left to squeeze all there 
was out of faction cursed Chile. Their claims 
for losses from the nitrate beds and other 
causes foot up $60,000,000. In due time the 
whole power of their government would be 
used to bully the country into paying the 
greater portion of these claims, and the Con- 
gressional party would find Chile more help- 
less than ever under England’s protecting 
watchfulness. The bare suggestion of trouble 
between the United States and the Junta 
postpones the time when the claims can be 
presented, hence the tears of the English 
nitrate ring. 

France is also getting ready to press its de- 
mand for the payment of the Drefus claim. 
That was a mere matter of $10,000: Bal- 
maceda sternly rejected it, but. the Congres- 
sional faction is expected to be more liberal. 
Uptothetime of the attack on the sailors 
from the Baltimore it is said that the demands 
made on behalf of American citizens for 1in- 
demnities did not amount to $50,000. It was 
further true that the United States was the 
first country to instruct its Minister to recog- 
nize the new government, Its course was re- 
ew with insolence which culminated in the 

illing of the sailors of the Baltimore. Never- 
theless the United States has acted not a whit 
differentiy with Chile than it would with 
Great Britain, France, or Germany under like 
circumstances, 
Instructions to Egan. 

The following is a copy<«@f the telegram 
which by the President’s order was sent to 
Chile on the 23d inst. : 

Department of State, Washi n, Oct, 23—To 
Egan, American Minister, Santiago, Chile: Im- 
mediately upon receipt of information of the as- 
saults made on the 16th inst.,in the streets of 
Valparaiso upon a number of American sailors 
belonging to the United States man-of-war Balti- 
more, now in that harbor, the commander of that 
vessel, Capt. W. S. Schley, was directed to cause 
an immediate and thorough inquiry to be made 
into the origin and incidents of t tragic affair 
and communicate the results simultaneously to 
this.government and to you. His report under 
date of yesterday has just been transmitted to 
this department by the Secretary of the Navy, 
who advises me that a copy of the report was for- 
warded by Capt. Schley to you. 

You will observe that the board of officers se- 
lected by Capt. Schley to investigate this affair 
report that our sailors were unarmed and gave no 
provocation; that the assaults upon them were 
by armed men, greatly superior in numbers, and, 
as we must conclude, animated in their bloody 
work by hostility to these men as sailors of the 
United States. You will also notice that the 
character of some of the wounds indicate that 
the public police, or some of them, took part in 
the attack, and will also observe that other Amer- 
ican sailors were, without any apparent fault, ar- 
rested and for some time held _by the authorities. 
The friendly efforts of a few of the public officers 
to give succor to our men furnish the only re- 
deeming incident of this affair. ' 

This cruel work. so injurious to the United 
States, took place the 16th inst., and yet no ex- 
pression of regret or of a purpose to make a 
searching inquiry, with a view to the institation 
of proper proceedings for the punishment of the 
guilty parties, has been, so far as lam advised, 
offered to this government. 

You will at once bring to the attention of the 
Government of Chile the facts as reported to you 
by Capt. Schley, and will inquire whether there 
are any qualifying facts in the possession of that 
government or any explanation to be offered of 
an event that has very deeply pained the people 
of the United States, not only by reason of the re- 
sulting death of two of our sailors and the piti- 
less wounding of others, but even more, as an a 
parent expression of an unfriendliness towa 
thisgovernment which might put in peril the 
maintenance of amicable relations between the 
two countries. If the facts are as reported by 
Capt. Schley this government cannot doubt ‘that 
the Government of Chile will offer prompt and 
full reparation. You will furnish the Foreign Of- 
fice a full paraphrase of this dispatch and report 
promptly to this government. WHARTON, 

No Reply as Yet. 

No reply to the demand for reparation made 
to the Junta yesterday by Minister Egan is 
expected by the State Department for at 
least a week. The investigation now being 
made in Valparaiso will have to be completed 
and the results duly considered and weighed 
by the Junta before an answer is give to the 
United States. Possibly more than a week 
will elapse before this is done. But such will 
not be considered a delay by Secretary Blaine. 
The Secretary will be duly appri of the 
progress of the investigation and due time 
will be granted to the Junta to make up its 
mind what action to take. It is believed here 
that the Junta is anxious to have the affair 
premptly settled. Should the belief be ill- 
founded the ultimatum decided upon yester 
day will be forwarded. 

Sefior Don Pedro Montt, the Chilean Min- 
ister, paid his first visit to the State Depart- 
ment today. He was accompanied by Sefior 
Romero, the Mexican Minister. Don Pedro 
has not yet received his credentials, though he 
expects them daily. But the exigency of the 
situation made it, in his opinion, advisable to 
call at the department to present his views of 
the situation. He declined to talk about his 
visit, excusing himself on the ground of the 
delicacy of the relations now existing between 
this country and his. The abject of his call 
was, it was learned from another source, to 
assure this governmenf that Chile was dis- 
posed to act in a just and upright manner in 
the affair and to express his hope that this 
government would have patience. It is Don 
Pedro’s belief that the affair is not so bad as 
has been printed and that everything will 
come out satisfactorily.

Chile Yields to Minister Egan’s Demands—

Santiago, Chile, Oct. 27.—Minister Egan 
today received a reply from the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of the provisional govern- 
ment, Sefior Matte, relative to Mr. Egan’s 
dispatch on the question of providing a safe 
conduct to the refugees now under 
the protection of the American Legation. 
Sefior Matte sends a safe conduct to the 
refugees in the legation under protest.

At the same t*'me he does not abandon alto- 
gether the position maintained by the Junta 
that those refugees in the legation must, in 
spite of the rights of asylum, which are there- 
by conceded, eventually be tried before the 
tribunals. :

ORDERED INTO COMMISSION, 


Capt. Sicard Takes Command of the Monitor 
Miantonomah., 

New York. Oct. 27.—[Special.]—There was 
a surprise in the Brooklyn Navy Yard today 
when Commander Erben received orders from 
Washington to place the double-turreted mon- 
itor Miantonomah in commission at noon, 
thus hurrying the event which was looked for, 
but which Capt. Montgomery Sicard, the 
monitor’s commander, did. not expect for 
three or four days. A detachment of about 
twenty seamen from the Vermont, preceded 
by a drummer. fifer, and bugler, escorted 
Capt. Theodore F. Kane and the officers of the 
Miantonomah to the monitor, where they as- 
sembled with the crew on the quarter k. 
Capt. Kane then turned over the Miantonomah 
to Capt. Sicard. One quarterinaster ran up 
the American flag, another hoisted the Cap- 
tain’s pennant, and the drummer gave three 
ruffles on his drum. Capt. Sicard then read 
his orders and the ceremony was oy-r, 

The Miantonomah has n in. course of 
construction since the war, having been orig- 
inally built of oak. It was rebuilt of iron in 

, and in 1883 it was taken to the navy 
yard, where it has since been undergoing 
alterations and repairs that have practicaily 
made ita newship. The monitor lacks no 
modern feature, though its armor is not of 
the latest design, beimg com armor, 
composed ot — iron and steel, while 
naval experts in this country regard nickel- 
steel armor as the best. 

The Miantonomah has 12% inches of 
blended steel and iron on its sides and 
turrets. Each turret contains two 
10-inch modern rifles throwing a 500. 
pound steel projectile. On the superstructure 
and military :nast it will carry two 6 pound 
and two 3-pound rapid-fire guns, two 37- 
millimeter revolving cannons, and two Gat- 
ling guns. The total cost of the Miantonomah 
is nearly $1,500,000. It has a length over all 


inches. 
THE GAS FIELDS ARE FAILING, 


Important Imformation About the Mercer 
Coanty Field Which Supplies Them. 

Sr. Mary’s, O., Oct. 24,—/Cincinnati Ga- 
zette.]—The gas situation in the Cities of Day- 
ton. Springfield, Piqua, Sidney, and Troy is 
at the present time attracting considerable at- 
tention throughout the gas regions of the 
country. The scarcity of the precious fuel 
down there is the immediate cause of it, and 
the company supplying théiii having attempt- 
ed to make an advanee the people are very 
indignant, as they all seem to believe that 
the action of the company is entirely un- 
called for, and that the whole scheme is a 
money-making business, they beimg inclined 
to think that as soon as their advance is met 
with they (the consumers) will have all the gas 
they want, and that the company is trying to 
‘* freeze them out ’’ just now at the setting in of 
cold weather. The people may be in the right 
or wrong in regard to this, and we are not in 
a position to know whether this is the com- 
pany’s scheme or not. The general impres- 
sion prevails that the gas is only. partly turned 
on at the wells, that the pressure is fully as 
strong as it was a few years ago, and that 
there is not the least cause for alarm; but in 
this they are mistaken, as itis. a settled fact 
that all the natural gas fields of the country 
are failing. 

The Mercer Gas and Fuel company, which 
is the proper name of the company, began op- 
erations in Mercer County about four years 
ago. The company holds leases on about 
4,000 acres of land throughout the entire 
southern part of the county. About one-half 
of this territory has been pretty thoroughly 
developed, while the other half remains as yet 
undeveloped. . 

The first wells the company drilled were lo- 
cated near what is known as Cranberry Prai- 
rie, about twenty-five miles. southwest of this 
city. The wells were big ones, the pressure 
registering about 475 poundsto the square 
inch, The excitement attendant upon the find- 
ing of these wells was great, and lines were 
laid away from the derricks, stand-pipes erect- 
ed, and the gas fired a flame about fifty feet 
high, illuminating the country tor miles 
around, while thousands of people visited the 
place nightly. This was kept up for several 
months, until the wells had been allowed to 
spend their force, when they’ were shut down. 
Shortly after the drilling of these wells a large 
gasser was unearthed on the Axe. farm, about 
four miles southwest of this city, and was 
practically the opening of one of the largest 
and most valuable gas fields in the world. 
Operations continued with renewed vigor, and 
some monster gassers were opened up, the 
Shirholt and Doengers’ wells sartoanlaaty. 
The roar of escaping gas from the Shirholt 
was terrific and on a still might could be dis- 
tinctly heard a distance of fifteen miles. 
After laboring unceasingly for about a 
week the drillers finally succeeded in bring- 
ing the ‘monster under control, The 
famous Karg well at Findlay, O., sank into 
insignificance when this well was brought in. 
The rock pressure was placed at about 800 
pounds to the square inch, and the capacity 
estimated at 25,000,000 cubic feet per day. 
Other large wells followed, until the drilling 
in of a gas well was considered a common oc- 
currence. So near as your representative 
could learn the Mercer Gas and Fue! company 
has irilled in the Mercer County field a total 
of eighty-six wells, at a cost of $155,000. The 
rock pressure at these wells when they were 
completed averaged about 400 pounds to the 
square inch, while the aggregate capacity was 
estimated at about 500,000,000 cubic feet per 
day. The same wells today show an average 
rock pressure of about 225 pounds to the 
Square inch, while the daily output would 
probably be about 300,000,000 feet. 

The worth of a weil is indicated by the pres- 
sure, and no matter what the volume of a well 
may be, the pressure is usually the first ques- 
tion asked, as a well with a good pressure and 
a small volume is much more valuable than a 
well with a light pressure and a heavy volume. 
That the gas is being too recklessly wasted is 
shown in the way manufacturers are allowed 
to use it for fuel under boilers which should 
not be tolerated, and which will not be much 
longer, since the scare has become general. 
Only yesterday did the Lima Natural Gas 
Company notify ali the local factories in the 
City of Lima that after Oct. 31 they would 
have to disconnect them. The President of 
the company, when seen in regard to the mat- 
ter, stated that they were compelled to act as 
they did, that there has been a steady decline 
in rock pressure ever since the line was open- 
ed, four years ago this month. At that time 
the pressure showed 340 pounds, while the 
a ary now show only 126 — They 

erive their gas from this field, south of this 
city, and have to pipe it twenty-one miles. 

The Western Straw Board company and the 
chain works, two of the largest industries in 
the county, are burning free gas both for 
light and fuel, the inducement being offered 
them to locate here. To the courtesy of Sec- 
retary Longworth are due the following inter- 
esting figures: The receipts of the corpora- 
tion for four years, which ends this month, 
amount to over $60,000, so the income here- 
after will alrnost be entirely clear money.

SURE HIS DEFEAT. 


J. & Polk, One of the Leading Democrats 
of the Hawkeye State, Delivers a Seath- 
ing Denunciation of the Iowa Governor 
for His Subservience to the Liquor 1In- 

ker Reed Royally Received 
in Ohio—Meeting of the Illinois Alli- 
ance—General Political News. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Oct. 27.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Boies received the most scathing arraignment 
tonight that he has had at any time during the 
campaign. Ali the most fervid flights of the 
Republican orators have been summer 
zephyrs as compared with the cyclone which 
J. 8, Polk sent against the Boies stronghold 
tonight. Mr. Polk is no visiting statesman, 
but he is one of the leading men of this city, 
and more than that 1s a Democrat through 
aud through. He was born in Kentucky, 
where Democracy is indigenous. He came to 
Des Moines in 1854 and has never voted the 
Republican ticket in his life. He isn’t 
one of the kind of men who march 
in the rear ranks in the business pro- 
cession, either; not by any means. Back in 
the days before the war he was the law part- 
ner of the gallant Gen. Crocker, whose name 
in Iowa and elsewhere thrills every soldier in 
connection with the deeds of Crocker’s Iowa 
brigade. Later on Mr. Polk became the head 
of the famous legal firm of Polk & Hubbell, 
known throughout the State. ‘foday Mr. Polk 
is President of the consolidated steel car sys- 
tem of Des Moines. He is an able attorney, 
and he appeared tonight before an audience 
of fuily 2,000 people as a Democrat to pro- 
test against the reélection of Gov. Boies and 
against the election of Mr. Park, one of the 
Democratic candidates for the Legislature in 
this county. 

He said he thanked God thatthe Democratic 
party didn’t raise Boies or Park. They had 
no true Democratic impulses and never drew 
a true Democratic breath. “ Boies and Park 
were once both Republicans,” said Mr. Polk. 
“They worshj the saloon in the Repub- 
lican party, ‘and when that party became de- 
cent enough to banish the saloon they fol- 
lowed it. They were the class of men who 
tried to fix the brand of copperhead and 
traitor on the Democratic party, and now 
they come to us and ask us to vote for them, 
and what for?

It Will Indorse the Ocala Platform and the 
Subtreasury Scheme. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIll., Oct. 27.—[Special. ]—The 
State Allianee and Industrial Union of Tlli- 
nois began its annual meeting at the State 
House this morning. About fifty delegates 
are in attendance, representing an aggregate 
membership of about 12,000 or 15,000. To- 
day was devoted entirely to the appointment 
of committees and preliminary work. A few 
speeches were made for the good of the order, 
but they were in about the usual line of Al- 
liance speeches.

HOW THE DESPATCH WAS WRECKED. 


Lieut. Cowles Makes His Report to the 
Naval Court of Inquiry.

FOUR FAVORITES BITE THE DUST AT 
‘GARFIELD PARE. 


They Are Beaten at the Wire by Well- 
Backed Second Choices and Iowa, & 
Twenty to One Shot—The Deacon Sent 


Away Seven Lengths in Front of the 
Favorite—Gulinda the Talent's Winning 
Choice—Tom Stevens and St. August 


Win. 


“‘ Monk ’’ Overton managed to land one fa- 
vorite in front at Garfield Park yesterday. 
That was “ Lucky ’’ Baldwin’s Gulinda, at 4 to 
5, in the 2-year-old handicap. Overton had a 
substantial bet on the colt, who won a good 
race, none too easily, from Falero. The other 
four favorites went down before three strong- 
ly-backed second choices and a long shot. The 
winners were Tom Stevens (Doggett), 4 to 1; 
Iowa (Burns), 20 to 1; St. August (Doggett), 
3 to 1; and The Deacon (Rowe), 8 to 5. The 
last race was decided whén Starter Chinn seat 
the field off with The Deacon three lengths in 
front, and the favorite seven lengths back of 
him. 

There was a new book made over the first 
race on account of Costa Rica being scratched 
because Overton arrived too late to ride him. 
Then came another long delay before the sec- 
ond race, while judicial wisdom was centered on 
Speedwest, thd local Liberty Stable’s entry. 
The gelding was suspected of being 4 ‘“‘ring- 
er,’’ when a perusal of the 1889 Guide would 
have shown that he ran fourteen races in the 
Diamond Stable colors and won three times. 
There were wild rumors about his wonder- 
ful speed and tales in the air of a win at six 
furlongs in 1:154¢ at Monmouth Park last 
year. The fact is that Speedwest was retired in 
1889 and has been used as a saddle horse since. 
He ran like a dog, and alot of money, which 
usually goes.on mysterious good things, was 
burned up. Speedwest was at 4tol in the 
betting.. He should have been at 40to1. The 
track was good, the air cold and clear, and the 
usual crowd of 3,000 was out. The racing was 
ot moderate quality. 

A mile selling race for the track’s skates 
opened the sport. Hazelhurst seemed to out- 
class her company and was a 24¢ to 1 favorite, 
with Duster at 4 to 1 and well backed. Annie 
Clark, One Dime, and Lord Lonsdale led the 
field in alternation to the stretch, where Lons- 
dale was clear of his field. At the eighth pole 
there was a general closing up, and Iowa and 
Duster caine away together and fought it out 
under hard drives, lowa, 20 to 1, winning by a 
head from Duster, who was six lengths in 
front of Lord Lonsdale. The owners of lowa 
split their bet; on the race, one backing Ha- 
zelhurst, the other Duster, Hazelhurst was a 
bad s@éventh and badly ridden. 

After Speedwest had been *‘ passed’”’ for the 
second race Leland, with Uverton up, was se- 
lected for favorite. He was at 7 to 5, with 
Tom Stevens and Speedwest each at 4 to 1. 
‘Tom Stevens and Intruder, 10 to 1, only were 
in the race. They ran lapped to the eighth 
pole, where Stevens came away and won ina 
gallop by four lengths, Intruder beating Le- 
land half a leng*h for the place. 

For the handicap, at one mile and a six- 
teenth for 2-year-olds, the Santa Anita colt 
Gulinda was favorite, opening at 7 to 5, and 
going to the post at 4to5. Falero was at 34¢ 
to 1, and Jennie S at6to1. The colts ran on 
the betting. Dolly Nobles made the running 
for three furlongs, when W. B. went to the 
front. At the three-quarters (verton began 
to move Gulinda up from fourth place. Once 
straightened out the Baldwin colt went to the 
front and he won in a drive by nearlya 
length from Falero, five lengths before Jennie 

_S, who-was off last and ran the last half im- 
pressively. 

For the fourth race, at three-quarters, eight 
fast horses came to the post, with Audrey, 
Overton up, a 9 to 5 favorite, and Sister Linda 
and St. August each at 3 tol. Lucinda, off 
in front, showed the way well into the stretch, 
where Audrey was coming, but was suddenly 

ulled up with a broken saddle girth. At the

INDIANA BANKERS VICTORIOUS, 


Upheld by the Courts in Their Refusal to 
Give Names of Depositors. 

InpIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 27.—[Special.|— 
The Superior Court today decided that the 
Indiana Board of Tax Commissioners ex- 
ceeded their authority in sentencing to im- 
prisonment for contempt the bankers who re- 
fused to give the board a list of their deposit- 
ors. The bankers were V. T. Malott, Presi- 
dent of the Indianapolis National Bank, and 
Philip C. Decker, President of the German 
Bank of Evansville. The case was taken into 
the local courts on a writ of habeas corpus, 
and the bankers were not imprisoned.

The Chairman of the Transportation Com- 
‘mittee Discusses the Matter at Length— 
Représentatives ‘ot Agricultural Col- 
leges' Have a Conference with the Di- 
rector-General Regarding an Exhibit 
They Wish to Make—Other World’s 
Fair News, . 


Chairman M. M. Kirkman of the World’s 
‘Fair Committee on Transportation has made 
a statement in regard to the problem of ade- 
quate transportation for Exposition visitors 
between the heart of the city and Jackson 
Park. After urging the importance of the 
question under discussion, Mr. Kirkman says: 

The problem to be overcome is a local one. It 
is that of carri between the heart of the city 
aud the grounds, In this system the Illinois 
Central railroad and the cable lines are the 
greatest factors. The Illinois Central railroad 
should be afforded facilities for handling the 
maximum number of passengers that can 
moved on four tracks devoted exclusively to the 
business. [ understand it will not use more. It 
should be furnished loops for its tracks at both 
ends so that trains may move continuously. There 
will be no difficulty in movi trains on each 
track two minutes apart. "That would make 
sixty trains an hour. Caloulating ten cars to a 


train and sixty passengers to a car 36,000 
passengers may be moved in each direction 
per hour by this line alone. Its tracks 


within the grounds will probably have to be ele- 
vated so that the cable lines may have uninter- 
rupted access to the park. The main line of the 
Illinois Central railroad will, it is also probable, 
be elevated from Fifty-first street to Sixty-sev- 
enth. The extent of this elevation should be gov- 
erned by the peculiar circumstances of the case, 
withont reference to other roads or preconceived 
notions. The tracks may be elevated a little and 
the roadways depressed alittle. In this way re- 
sults can be arrived at with the least hardship 
and with the least labor and in the shortest pos- 
-sible time. This lastis all-important. In addi- 
-tion to the through ‘business of the Llinois 
Central railroad between the city and Jackson 


Park it will handle a é_ great many 
visitors for the Fair on its local trains, 
probably 50,000 a day onan average. It will be 


necessary to use the cable. system to its fullest 
capacity. To admit of this the additional loop 
needed atthe north end should be granted. A 
loop will also be needed in the grounds. It is of 
the utmost importance that the State street line 
should be connected with the grounds either by 
cable, motor, or electric plant. This line onght 
to carry as many passengers to the grounds as the 
Wabash avenue ios. his it will not do unless 
the means of conveyance are convenient and 
rapid. People will not go back and forth between 
the city and Jackson Park on lines that do not 
give them convenient and rapid transit. When 
the question was under consideration .as to the 
location of the Fair at Jackson Park the cable 
company urgently advocated it and stated that it 
could carry 80,000 people per hour each way be- 
tween the city and Jackson Park. The impor- 
tauce now of their carrying out this promise can 
be well understood. It will solve the whole ques- 
taon, 

The elevated railroad, it was thought, would 
also afford facilities for handling alarge number 
of passengers. This line should pressed to 
completion so that it may be utilized. It prom- 
ised to carry 20,000 people per hour if the Fair 
were located at Jackson Park. The Exposition 
people naturally look to them to do this. 

Water carriage should also cut an important 
figure in handling visitors to the Fair, both local 
and foreign. The City Engineer suggests a dock 
on the Lake-Front with access by a viaduct over 
the Illinois Centra! tracks. Another dock may be 
placed on the North Side. Others stul further 
north. Still others tothe seuth. Steamers may 
also star, from points along the river. There is 
practically no limit to the facilities for receiving 
and discharging passengers by water. 

After the space that the carriers between the 
city and Jackson Park require is set apart for 
them what remains may be given to other car- 
riers. [f it is found practicable to run another 
line into the grounds for the general use of rail- 
roads then spur tracks should be laid to accom- 
modate their cars. Many of the railroads will 
find it convenient to run their excursion. trains 
directly to the grounds if possible. They will run 
them there in the morning and take them away 
at night. There should be storage capacity for 
this business equal to at least 1,000 cars—say eight 
miles of track. Many of the railroads will not be 
able to run their excursion trains to the park, 
The namber of crossings and obstacles to be over- 
come and the great detour around the city would 
occupy too much time. 

Besides the various means of conveyance that I 
have des¢ribed a considerable traffic will be han- 
died on the public highways. At the Paris Ex- 
position stages ran from the grounds direct to

son Park will generally prevent this, but there 
will be, notwithstanding, a large traffic handled 


by private conveyances, hacks, omnibuses, cabs, 
etc, It is probabie that the facilities in this direc- 
tion will be greatly enlarged during the time of 
the Fair. 


WISH TO MAKE A GOOD EXHIBIT. 


Representatives of Agricultural Colleges 
Call on the Director-General. 

Fifty agricultural colleges and experiment 
stations of the country were. represented by a 
committee which called on Director-General 
Davis yesterday and held a conference with 
him, Chief Buchanan of the Department of 
Agriculture, and Chief Peabody of the De- 
partment of Liberal Arts. The comunittee 
was composed of Dr. George W. Atherton, 
President of the Pennsylvania State College ; 
Dr. H. P. Armsby, director of the Pennsy]l- 
vania State College and Experiment Station; 
Prof. J. H. Smart, President of the Perdue 
University, Lafayette, Ind.; Prof. Tracey, di- 
rector of the Mississippi Experiment Station ; 
Prof, Thorne, director of the Ohio Station; 
Prof. Morrow, director of the Illinois station 
and Professor of Agriculture in the Cham- 
paign University ; Prof. Henry of the Wiscon- 
sin station; and Prof. A. W. Harris, director 
of the Office of Experiment Stations in the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

It submitted a plan to the World’s Fair 
authorities to give an -educational  ex- 
hibit of the agricultural colleges in the De- 
partment of Liberal Arts and an exhibit of 
the experiment stations in the Agricultural 
Building. This latter exhibit will consist of a 
complete experiment station, giving a prac- 
tical exhibit of all its workings. The ‘colleges 
exhibiting in the Department of Libe¢ral Arts 
will be placed on the sammie footing as similar 
institutions there exhibiting, not receiving 
government aid. 


A World's Fair Publication,

SAMUEL J, TILDEN’S WILL VOID IN LAW. 


New York’s Court of Appeals Decides in 
Favor of the Contesting Heirs, 
Arpany, N. Y., Oct. 27.—The Court of Ap- 
peals rendered a decision this morning in the 
ease of George H. Tilden Vs. Andrew H. 
Green and others as executors, etc., appei- 
lants, and Laura B. Hazard etal., respond- 
ents, affirming the judgment, with costs pay- 
able to all parties out of the estate. This 
renders the Tilden trust void and is in favor 
of the heirs. The opinion is written by Judge 
Brown and is concurred in by Chief Judge 
Follett and Judges Haight and Parker. Judge 
Bradiey. writes a_i dissen opinion, 
which is concurred in ‘by Judges Pot- 
ter and Vann. Under the statute of distribu- 
tion that regulates the inheritance of property 
the issue of Mrs. Pelton and Henry A. Tilden, 
sister and brother of Gov. Tilden, came in for 
equal shares of the $8,000,000. Mrs. William 
B. Hazard is the only heir on the Pelton side 
and thus is entitled to $4,000,000. The other 
$4,000,000 is subject to the claims of the six 
children of Henry A. Tilaen. They are: 
George H. Tilden, S. J. Tilden Jr., Mrs. Wiil- 
iam B, Whittlesey, Mrs. SWAY, widow, who 
lives in New Lébanon, Mrs. Willis S. Payne, 
and Mrs. Schwartz of New York City. Judge 
Brown, 1n his opinion, says in‘substance: 
Ualess within the -rules which control courts 
in the construction of wills we can separate the 
provision in reference to the Tilden trust from 
the general direction as to the dieposition of the 
testator’s residuary estate contained in the last 
clause of the thirty-fifth article, and find herein 
that a preferential right to some or all of such 
estate is given to that institution when incorpo- 
rated, and one which the court at the suit of 
said institution could efiforcé within the two 
lives which limit that trust, we must, 
within the principle of similar cases, de 
clare such provision of. the will invalid. It is 
clear that the testator intended to create a trust 
of his residuary estate, and he plainly indicated 
his purpose to be that the trustees should 
vested with the title to the property until they 
should divest themselves of it in carrying out the 
purposes mentioned in the will found. in the 
thirty-fifth article. Thereis no discretion to be 
exercised upon the question as to whether the 
property shall go to charitable purposes. Dis- 


cretion there is as to the objects of the 
charity, but none as to the general dis- 
position of the estate. The object and 


purpose of the testator are the devotion of his es- 
tate to charity. The power to endow the. Tilden 
trust is likened to a power of appoeens which 
is sO Common as to require no showing of its va- 
lidity. In the thirty-fifth article of the will there 
is no antithesis so far as the purpose’ to which 
property is to be devoted is concerned. It ex- 
presses a single intent only—viz: To devote the 
estate to charitable uses; and, of course, in such 
a scheme a testator might prefer and designate 
one corporation over another as the object of his 

unty. : 

The learned Judge then goes on and shows 


that in this case he has not done that, and has 


not conferred any preferential right to the 
estate or any part of it upon the Tilden trust. 
He says the Tilden trust does not represent 
any alternative or primary purpose in the 
disposition of the estate, but is simply the sug- 
gested instrument to execute thé testator’s 
scheme for the disposition of the property. 
The Tilden trust takes nothing by virtue of 
the will. The residuary estate is vested in the 
trustees, and it is solely by their action that 1t 
is to become vested in the Tilden trust. Every 
expression used in the will indicates the be- 
stowal of complete discretionary power to 
convey or not to convey,.and the creation and 
bestowal of such a power in the executors is 
wholly opposed to and fatal to the existence 
of ag executory devise.

OPENING SESSION OF THE NATIONAL 
GUARD OFFICERS, 


Fifty-five Delegates Discuss the Best Plan 


for Bringing Citizen Soldiers to the. 


World’s Fair—Gen. Miles’ Views on the 
Matter—Col. Turner Has Different Ideas 
—Committees Appointed by the Copven- 
tion—A Banquet Tonight. 


National Guard officers from almost every 
State in the Union are now in Chicago to at- 
tend the Militiamen’s convention which 
opened yesterday at World’s Fair head- 
quarters. New York, still sulking in her tent, 
has refused to send a delegate, and two or 
three other States have for some reason pre- 
ferred to stay out in the cold. Fifty-five dele- 
gates—Generals, Colonels, and Captains—filed 
into the directors’ room yesterday forenoon at 
11 o’clock and were called to order by Maj. J. D. 
Adams, the delegate from Arkansas, who had 
been chosen temporary Chairman. Col. 
Edward C.Cuip, the Secretary of the Joint 
Committee on Ceremonies, was made tempo- 
rary Secretary. Yesterday’s session was 
characterized by a lively but courteous tilt 
between Gen. Miles and Col. Turner, leaders 
of opposing ideas as to the best plan for bring- 
ing National Guard troops to the Fair. Upon 
motion the temporary organization was made 
permanent. Then the convention got down 
to business in true meeting style. The Chair- 
man broached the subject of military partici- 
pation in the dedicatory exercises of October, 
1892, and introduced Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
who gave the opening address on the subject. 
Gen. Miles said: 


Gen. Miles’ Ideas. 


Long befure it was decided to establish the 
World's Fair at Chicago I believed it would be a 
good thing to bring together the physical force 
of this country. The only question now is how to 
solve the problem and bring it mto working con- 
dition. It has been suggested that a large force 
be brought together in 1892 and also in 1393, 
will simply state briefly my ideas on that subject. 
_ The World’s Columbian Exposition will not be 
in existence in 1892. It will have a ceremony here 
dedicating the buildings, in which the President 


and officials of the government will participate. 


There will be a collection of beautiful and mag- 
nificent buildings entirely empty. Therefore. in 
my opinion, it would not be desirable for the mi- 
litia to assemble in 1892 in any large body ; neither 
would it care to make two journeys. In 1893 
the World’s Columbian Expositior will be open, 
and it will attract the intelligent people of the 
world, and among that number the National 
Guard will be glad to be present at the same time. 
Therefore I have suggested tothe management 
that as far as the military display is concerned to 
make it small in number in 1892, There are two 
ways of ne | that. One would be to invite the 
States to send representative organizations. That 
would be, possibly, forty-four companies. It 
would assemble also a collection of independent 
companies. Therefore it has occurred to me that 
it would be less expensive for them to come 


together in 1893 as regiments, but for 
1892 1 would suggest this: That the 
National Guard of the States adjacent to 
this ask their Legislatures if it is 


necessary to have their encampments here in 1892. 
For instance, the National Guard of the State of 
Illinois can move from the armories and return to 
them at night. The State troops of Indiana would 
incur little more expense if they held their en- 
campment here in 1892, as there would be an 
abundance of room for the troops at that time. 
and they could be accommodated in the vacant 
buildings. They could take part in the ceremo- 
nies under those circumstances and_ return to 
their homes with very little expense. They could 
also in the four days have an opportunity for in- 
spection, drills, and practice field maneuvers 
which could be carried op at the parks here. | 
think that is all we could ask the States or the 
Exposition to do in 1592, and I do not think it is 
the desire of the management to ask for more 
than 10,000 or 15,000 men to assemble in 1892. 


A Big Gathering for 1893. 


Tn 1893, I believe, there should be 100,000 men to- 
gether here. [Applause.] There are two propo- 
sitions as to 1893. One isto bring them here in 
detail, to have them coming and going all through 
the six months of the year. and to have no more 
at any one time than 10,000 or 15,000 men. I do 
not wish to make objections to the proposition, 
but it occurs to me that it is doubtful whether 
Congress would authorize an expenditure or 
whether the States would appropriate money for 
that purpose. If the nation uota wish to make 
themselves an element of infiuence, and if they 
wish to get the people of this country intérested 
in their interests, they must come together, and 
they must be united, The bringing of a Penn- 
sylvania regiment here to gointo camp and return 
to Pennsylvania would be eg a Pennsylvania 
company going to the World’s Fair without ex- 
pense and returning. If we come together as one 
national encampment it would be for the good of 
the whole body and it would be a national bene- 
fit. I believe that .the first few days should be 
re im an inspection of the National Guard and 
that those inspectors should be a inted by the 
President of the United States. Then I believe 
there should be maneuvers of regiments, bri- 
gades, and divisions such as an army of Americans 
would care to take. Of ceurse it would be a grand 
display, but at the same time it would bring to- 
ether 100,000 sovereign citizens marshaled for 
the purpose of maintaining the character, the 
dignity, and the power of the States and the Na- 
tional Government. 5 : 

As to expenses, it is a question to be considered 
by this body what we will ask Congress to do. Con- 
gress furnishes arms and equipment to the Na- 
tional Guard. It is a question whether we should 
ask Congress to bear more than’ the onto: § 
expenses. But, as far ds the expense is concern 
I believe that the Genéral Government should fur- 
nish the transportation. 

Gen. Miles was followed by Col, Turner of 
the First Regiment of Chicago, who in a 
measure threw a damper on the proposition 
to have a grand encampment in 18938 of 100,- 
000 men. Col. Turner said he had given the 
matter considerable thought for over a year, 
and during that time had been in correspond- 
ence with the National Guard all over the 
country. He did not see how it was possible 
to get together 100,000 members of the Na- 
tional Guard in Chicago or in any other place 
at one time. No law could be formulated to 
order a National guardsman into encampment 


against his will. Whatever. mem- 
bers .of the guard come to Chicago 
in 1893 would cume here voluntarily, and 
the foundation of the proposition to 


bring the guard here lay in the voluntary ac- 
tion on the part of the citizen soldier. The 
proposition, as he regarded it, was: How can 
we get the National Guard to Chicago in 
1893? If they came here for thirty days they 
would have to be paid for their time. The 
Colonel said he had figured on this expense, 
and he declared that the transportation to 
Chicago of 100,000 men at one cent a mile 
meant $1,500,000. The pay of these men at 
regular army’ prices meant . $3,000,000. To 
feed them meant $1,500,000, and to put them 
under tent theant $250,000—this with the un- 
derstanding that the citizen soldier 
can be brought here only by his own consent; 
that he cannot be ordered, ffor  in- 
stance, into camp from Massachusetts to Chi- 
cago, unless he desired to come. The Colonel 
declared that to ask Co for an appro- 
priation sufficient to pay the expense for this 
encampment would directly antagonize 
World’s hg interests, —— the baby soar 
Fair people proposed to as ongress for a 
$5,000,000 loan, and if the» National. Guard 
asked for a similar amount the two would 
elash. The Colonel believed that a large 
number of the National Guard’ could be in- 
duced to come to ‘Chicago in 1898, and that 
two-thirds of the men who would come would 
be prepared to pay their own expenses. He 
did not see how it was possible to have more 
than from 3,000 to 5,000 of the guard at a time. 


Other Business Transacted. 


Gen. Miles followed with this resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously: 

Resolved, That this convention concur in the 
program of the Committee on Ceremonies fora 
military feature for the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position, and that we do all in our power to carry 
it out. ' 

At this int Director-General Davis and 
Secretary Dickinson were introduced. Col. 
Davis spoke briefly concerning the work of 
the Exposition. _ :

DEMOCRATIC GUESSING ABOUT BLAINE. 


The Bourbons Do a Lot of Speculating, but 
Have Nw Facts. 

New York Sun (Dem.): Mr. Blaine’s 
friend, Joe Manley, said in Washington a 
few days ago that Mr. Blaine was we'l, that 
he is not a Presidential candidate, but that he 
might become one if “the people” showed a 
unanimous inclination to place him in nomi- 
nation. There is no indication in Washington 
that the masses of the Republican party are 
not now fully as enthusiastic for Mr. Blaine as 
they have been for the last year. It is 
true that early in the summer, when the re- 
ports that he wasin a dying state were sent 
broadcast over the country, many of the men 
who had been the loudest shouters for Blaine 
were compelled to admit that they could not 
make a candidate out of a physical wreck, and 
for the last two mouths there has been, asa 
consequence, less Blaine talk than before. 
Now, however, if Mr. Blaine, by returning to 
Washington and taking up the State Depart- 
ment work with a will, shows to the country 
that he is again his old seif and ready to as- 
sume the premiership of the Harrison Admin- 
istration in fact as well as in name, the Blaine 
fire will be rekindled in a day and Blaine’s 
name will again be on the lips of ail Republic- 


ans, 

It is this state of things hat gives alarm to 

njamin Harrison. He knows that he has a 
chance for renomination if the Secretary of 
State is out of the way, and that otherwise he 
has no chance. There nas been for a year the 
utmost jealousy of the State Department ex- 
hibited by the inmates of the White House, and 
everybody tliere, from the President down to 
the popular typewriter, knows that the 
shadow of Blaine is the cloud that over- 
hangs the happiness of the Harrison family, 
and that sooner’or later the storm will 
burst. The President, of course, has been 
very circumspect in his treatment of Mr. 
Blaine, and, as far as outwara appearances 
go, the relations between the State Depart- 
ment and the White House are of the most 
amicable character. President H&urrison is 
ashrewd man in many ways, and he is fully 
aware of all phases of the political situation, 
and he knows exactly what effect upon his 
aspirations the desires of Mr. Blaine will have. 
He knows that if Blaine is a candidate before 
the next Republican convention he will not 
be, and he knows, moreover, that if Blaine is 
out of it and is inclined to turn over what 
strength he can to him chere is a fighting 
chance for his renomination. 

Not a man of any importance or influence 
can be found in Washington today who knows, 
or even professes to know, what Biaine’s in- 
tentions are. The reports as to his regained 
health are doubted in many quarters, chiefly 
for the reason that if Blaine were again a well 
man he would not be compelled, after recu- 
perating for four months at the seashore, to 
occupy three entire days in a journey from 
Augusta to Washington, a trip that ordinarily 
requires about sixteen hours. lt would not 
be fair, of course, to say that Harrison will be 
disappointed tomorrow when he takes Blaine 
by the hand to find that the Secretary of State 
is not the vigorous. fiery, enthusiastic Blaine 
of old; yet he will be able to judge by a mo- 
ment’s glance whether he is or not likely to 
stand between him and a second nomination 
for the Presidency. 

Aside from the consideration as to the health 


of Mr. Blaine the President consoles himself 


with the reflection that the Secretary of State 


cannot, in common fairness, allow his inten- 


tions to remain much longer a secret. If he 
is to be a rival of the President seven months 
hence in the nominating convention of his 


ost he must very soon make that fact 


nown by resigning from the Cabinet.. There 
is at present no indication that the Secretary 
intends to take shch a course as this, 
and if he takes up the work of 
State Department with an appearance of 


being determined to supervise it to the end of 


the term, the President will have renewed 
hope that Mr. Blairfe not only will nt attempt 
to block his plans, but that he will lend his 
powerful support to his candidacy. If, there- 
fore, Mr. Biaine appears to the President to 
be in sound physical condition when he re- 
turns tomorrow and gives no sign of his inten- 
tion to leave the Cabinet the -FPresident will 
undoubtedly accept the situation as an an- 
nouncement that Joe Manley was right in 
stating Blaine’s position, and he will look 
about him for some device which he will use 
to force Blaine to show his hand.”’

BLAINE MADE NO PLEDGES. 


He Never Told the President He Would 
Not Be a Candidate. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Cincinnati 
Gazette (Rep.)]—-Washington wiseacres have 
for some tine been insisting on what no one 
ever disputed—namely: That between Har- 
rison and Blaine there was no quarrel, that 
their relations were amicable and that there 
was no reason for expecting arupture. To 
this was added with equal persistency what 
the wiseacres themselves did not believe, and 
for saying which there was no ground—viz. : 
l’hat when Blaine entered the Cabinet he wrote 
to Harrison a letter, like that which he wrote 
Garfield when he became his Secretary of 
State, in effect pledging himself not to bea 
Presidential candidate, and to stand by Gar- 
field for the second term. That Blaine wrote 
such a letter has been roundly asserted. and 
it has been assumed also that on Harrison’s 
bringing the letter furth, at his pleasure, 
Biaine would retire as a competitor for the 
nomination, to become the active supporter 
of Harrison’s renoniination, and that all good 
Republicans would wheel in for ar- 
rison’s renomination. The wiseacres have 
repeated this 30 often that it is probable 
that some of them believe it. Nevertheless, 
there is not a word of truth in the story. The 
tale is purely imaginary. Mr. Blaine wrote 
no such letter, nor any letter to that or zimi- 
lar im port. 

As if conscious the truth would in due time 
come out, the wiseacres supplemented the in- 
vention with the Bet, 47: that there existed be- 
tween Harrison Blainea “ perfect under- 
standing ’’ whereby they are bound to each 
other, and one or the ‘other should have the 
support of all Republicans in the convention, 
and thus there would be no contest. for the 
nomination.

RAILROAD MEN EXCITED. 


COLLAPSE OF EAST-BOUND FREIGHT 
RATES IMMINENT, 


Absorption of Switching Charges by the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk Will Lead to 
. Serious Trouble—Free Teaming Is Re- 
sorted To — All Chicago and Missouri 
‘River Roads Will Run Fast Trains to 
the Pacific Coast—World’s Fair Passen- 
ger Traffic, 
The announcement in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
that the Chicago and Grand Trunk had repu- 
diated the switching tariff of the Chicago 


east-bound roads and would hereafter do all. 


the switching at Chicago free of charge caused 
considerable excitement among the officials 
of the east-tound roads. The action of the 
Grand Trunk is looked upon as a declaration 
of war against those roads which have been 
engaged in manipulation of rates for months 
past without interference from the Central 
raffic or Trunk Line Associations. Charges 
had been frequently made against certain 
roads alleging cutting of rates, but the answer 
always was that proof could not be obtained 
to shoW that those lines were manipulating 
the rates. Still, the fact that a few of the Chi- 
cago east-bound roads and the lines running 
around Chicago were getting the bulk of traffic 
showed conclusively that a colored man was in 
the woodpile somewhere. The reluctance of 
the joint committee of the Vrunk Line and 
Central Traffic Associations to take measures 
to prevent the manipulation of rates and the 
diversion of freight from Chicago gave rise 
to suspicion that the cutting of rates was done 
at the New York and Baltimore ends of the 
lines, and that the Western connections of the 
trunk lines were not responsible for the irreg- 
ularities. Inthe scramble for business the 
Grand Trunk was badly left, and it haa only 
two alternatives—either to absorb the switch- 
ing charges or make a direct reduction in 
rates. Of the two evils it chose the least. 

None of the other roads have as yet taken 
any measures to meet the action of the Grand 
Trunk. The matter will come up at a meet- 
ing of the Chicago East-Bound Freight com- 
mittee to be held at Chairman Shaw’s office 
in * The Rookery” this morning. It is cer- 
tain that the roads will decide to follow the 
example of the Chicago and Grand Trunk and 
absorb the switching charges. The prospects 
are that the roads will not be content with 
this action for any length of time, and it is 
more than probable that a generat reduction 
in east-bound rates will be precipitated before 
many days have passed. The excitement 
caused by the Grand Trunk’s position 
was intensified yesterday by reports that the 
Commercial Express line, which operates 
over the Grand Trunk, is not only absorbing 
switching charges but in addition was hauling 
freight to the cars free of charge. Manager 
J. A. Moore of the Commercial Express, 
who was in the city yesterday, being asked as 
to the correctness of these reports, said no 
free hauling had been done by his line, but he 
could not say what it would do hereafter. 
‘'raffic Manager Reeve of the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk said he did not know anyth: 
about it, adding, “If we did do it we woul 
do 90 more than other roads have been doing 
right along.” 


FAST PACIFIC COAST TRAINS. | 


All Western Réads are Iyterested in the 
New Arrangement. 


The arrangement for running faster trains 
from Chicago to San Francisco to compete 
with the fast mail train of the Union Pacific 
and Chicago and Northwestern does not apply 
to Santa Fe and Burlington alone. The Rock 
Island will connect with the fast trains over 
the Rio Grande and Colorado Midland roads. 
The Rock Island’s train which. leaves Chicago 
at 10 p. m. makes the through connection. 

The Northwestern and Union Pacific peo- 
ple claim that the fast trains over the Rio 
Grande and Midland cannot compete with 
their fast mail train. This train, they say, 
leaves Chicago four hours and twenty min- 
utes later and arrived at San Francisco thir- 
teen hours and fifteen minutes earlier, mak- 
iug time necessary for the journey seventeen 
hours and thirty-five minutes shorter than 
the proposed fast time via Denver. - 


Werld’s Fair Passenger Traffic. 

E. A. Ford, Temporary Chairman of the 
Columbian Passenger committee, has issued 
a call for a meeting of General Passenger 
Agents of the roads centering at Chicago to 
be held at the Auditorium Nov. 6. Among 
the subjects to be discussed are the following: 
Report of Chairman as to affirmative votes of 
the Baltimore and Ohmoand Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railways relative to be- 
coming members of the committee; report of 
the committee on rules and by-laws; report 
of the committee on union ticket office at the 
Exposition grounds; World’s Fair excursion 
companies; location of city ticket offices dur- 
ing the World’s Fair period and subsequent 
thereto. 


The “Soo” Line Is Pacific. 

General Passener Agent Hibbard of the 
** Soo” line has notified Chairman Finley that 
his road is paying commissions of $4 and $5 
on business between St. Paul at New York. 
He also informed Mr. Finley that he is will- 
ing to enter into an agreement with the West- 
ern Passenger Association roads on a svhed- 
ule of rates and commissions. A meeting has 
been called to be held in this city today to 
consider the commission question, and Mr. 
Hibbard of the “Soo” line is expected to be 
present. 


Jacksonville Southeastern Line. 

GaLEsBura, Iil., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—The 
engineers surveying a line from Havana to 
Rock Island for the Jacksonville and South- 
eastern reached here today and are making 
preliminary surveys in the southwest part of 
the city. The work is supposed to be in the 
interests of the Santa Fé. It is understood 
that the Fulton County narrow-gauge between 
here and Havana has passed into the hands of 
the Jacksonville and Southeastern and isto 
be made broad-gauge. 


New Road to Ohic River. 

Surveyors are at work between Mitchell, 
Ind., and French Lick, a few miles southwest 
of Mitchell, making the final survey of the 
proposed Indianapolis and Chattanooga rail- 
road. The proposition is tu build a road from 
Owensboro, Ky., to Louisville, and from 
Mitchell to Terre Haute, which would give a 
new through line to Chicago. 


Timber Kesources of Tennessee. 

In a lecture before the Commetcial club of 
Nashville recently, the Hon. Albert Roberts gave 
the following facts about the timber resources of 
Tennessee: Thereare thirty-seven varieties of 
native trees in the State. Inthe order of their 
commercial value they include: White and yel- 
low poplar; oak, eight varieties; walnut, two 
varieties; ash, three varieties ; elm, two varieties ; 
hickory, four varieties; locust, three varieties; 
maple, three varieties; sassafras, two varieties, 
besides beach, birch, buckeye, box-elder, cherry, 
cedar, chestnut, coffeenut, catalpa, cottonwoc 
cypress, cucumber, dogwood, fustie or chittim, 
gum, holly, hackberry, haw, hemlock, ironwood, 
lynn or basswood, mulberry, persimmon, syca- 
more, sourwood, sumach, willow, and white pine. 
Popiar-trees never reproduce themselves, and 
the area of the poplar timber-lands_ in the 
United States is comparatively small. Nowhere 
do poplars grow exclusively. In East Tennessee 
there are vast tracts of forest land forsale at 
to $6an acre. It is a singular fact that not a 
stick of yellow poplar grows on the west side 
of the Mississippi River, except in_ Southeastern 
Missouri. It is estimated that of Terinessee’s 26,- 
000,000 acres of land one-half is in forests. The 
timber wealth of the State is now being de- 
veloped by 436 saw-mills, 142 planing, and 20 shin- 
gle mills, besides plants for making barrels.

Silver Coinage. 

CxicaGo, Oct. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune.}—

1, The legislation of 1873 suspended the nom- 
inal coinage of the standard silver dollar, which 
practically had never been coined since 1792 and 
was never seen in circulation. 

2. The French ratio of silver to gold is as 15% 
to 1, while in this country it is as 16 to 1. 

3. Not only has France no system of free coin- 
age for silver, but it stopped entirely the coinage 
of silver five-franc pieces—the ‘equivalent of the 
American dollar—fourteen years ago. 

4. It is quite likely that there is more coined 
silver per capita in France than in the United 
States, although the first-named country only 
coined about $175,000,000 worth between 1850 and 
the time when it suspended the coinage of that 
metal. But. avery large portion of the coined 
silver of that country ie out of circulation and 
lying idle. Great quantities of éilver are hoarded 
by the peasantry, intrusted to the safe-keeping of 
a hidden earthen pot in the ground rather than 
of a savings bank. It is safe to say that no mat- 
ter how much silver there may be in France per 
capita that metal plays a far less important part 
there’ than it does in the United States.

NEW YORK. 

New York, Oct. 27.~[Special. ]— —Today’s market 
for stocks was as featureless and uninteresting as 
that of yosterday. The only changes were a few 
fractional concessions, due for the most part to 
selling of traders’ long stocks, Richmond Ter- 
minal dropped a fall point in connection with the 
various rumors now current regarding the com- 
pany’s financial prospects. The Richmond Ter- 
minal is anabstacle in the way of public confi- 
dence in the'market, and will remain so until its 
complicated finances are somehow settled. That 
they are not solid is plain from the words 
and actions of the company’s authorities. 
The epeaens problem is whether the company’s 
troubles can be disposed of without virtual disin- 
tegration of what is known as the “ Richmond Ter- 

minal system.” The company’s notes have been 
extended. thanks toa mares of easier money, but 
the delay in marine 5 announcement has nat- 
urally provoked ill- tee ing among the directors 
themselves, from which have arisen the stories of a 
serious rupture in the management. Some official 
pronouncement on the subject would do more to re- 
assure investors generally than all the shifting and 
evasion by which,for a month or more, the facts have 

n obscured from public view.
